The report urged withdrawal 
of Government-owned vessels on 
routes where private shipping 
tonnogo was available. This Is 
necessary, it declared, “to foster 
free enterprise in shipping, and 
to avold duplicate expene'tures 
of taxpayers‘ funds.” . 

It asked for Government action 
in eliminating practices of other 
nations that discriminate against 
Ameriean~flag vegsels to build up 
thelr own merchant flects. Also 
odvocated wos a “balnneed" 
merchant marine, and to this end 
ines proposed steps to 


coastwise fects," and to expand 
the flects of tankers and ore,

BUGGESTED MEASURES 

The report asked for measures
